On thaw- 
ing slowly they recovered perfectly, but 
it was found that longer periods of ex- 

sure invariably killed the animals. 

he experiment was tried of freezing 
hermetically sealed meat, so as to kill 
its bacterial organisms, and thus render 
it incapable of putrefying. It was found, 
however, that so low a temperture as 
eighty degrees below zero would not 
destroy the vitality of micro-organisms. 
It was thus made clear that the attempts 
to preserve meat for a leng time by a 
momentary freezing of it must be aban- 
doned.

Guides earn from six to twenty francs 
per day (one dollar and a quarter to four 
dollars) according to the nature of their 
duties, the degree of peril to be encoun- 
tered in their journeys, or the liberality 
of the party employing them. 

As a general rule, they are not reliable 
after they are fifty years of age. They 
need to be young, in the prime of life, 
strong, vigorous, with iron constitutions, 
perfect health, perfect hearing, unfalter- 
ing nerves. Yet the first man who as- 


cended Mont Blanc was Balmat. the old 
guide of De Saussure. 


He was seventy- 
two atthe time. He perished afterward 
in a vain attempt to penetrate one of the 
gloomy gorges accessible only to the. 
raven and the lammergeyer. 

The Schreckhorn is thirteen thousand 
three hundred and ninety-four feet hign. 
It is the deepest and stiffest, and one of 
the most laborious, climbs in the Alps. 
Immense glaciers surround it. Antoine 
Courdet, a Swiss guide, crossed the 
Schreckhorn glacier, one bright summer | 

a fellow guide, and 
Americans. Of this party Antoine alone, 
two days after, return to the village 
hostelry from which they had set out. 

All had gone well until the party had 
neared the summit. There thev met 
with a shower of rocks and stones which 
came shooting down the mountain, ac- 
companied by loud reports like the dis- 


charge of cannon. 


Some of these fragments must have 
weighed tons, judging from their size, 
and they ranged downward to mere peb 
bles. They were shot with the velocity 
and precision of bullets, and upon this 
little mountaineering party they bad the 
effect of warlike projectiles, for only 
Antcine escaped unhurt. The rest were 
killed. Antoine owed his—salvation to 
an overbanging rock, beneath which he 
crawled when he heard the first report. 

- These stone showers are among the 
chief dangers of Alpine climbing. |

their lodgments without warning, with a 
noise like thatofa battery of artillery.

There are times when it requires very 
little to start a snow slide, to use a more 
appropriate term, a snow-rush. Much 
depends upon the quantity and quality 
of the snow and the angle of the slope 
upon which it lies.

Rosa. They stumbled from a shelving 
rock upon a stcep bank of snow, which 
started downward with furious ve'ocity, 
carrying them in its cold embrace. On 
and on they went, now carried far be- 
neath the surface, in danger of death by 
suffocation, or being thrown off the 
mountain side into some deep gully. 
Now some upheaval of the snow would 
throw them into the air, and send them 
bounding along the crust until they sank 
again outof sight.

It dashed fiercely down 
the mountain. 

The men lost consciousness. When 
they recovered their senses they were 
lying far apart. Daucet’s head was 
above the snow. and only one of his com- 
panion’s legs could be seen. After stren- 
uous efforts, Daucet extricated himself 
and rescued his comrade in distress. 
They found that a row of gigantic 
bowlders had stopped their course, pre- 
hee them from going over a dizzy 
precipice down which a portion of the 
avalanche was still pouring.

A View of Brazil's Capital. 

Viewed from the deck of a ship io 
the harbor the city of Rio de Janeiro 
looks like a fragment of fairy land— a 
cluster of alabaster castles, decorated 
with vines—but the illusion is instantly 
dispelled upon landing, for the streets 
are narrow, damp, dirty, reeking with 
repulsive odors, and filled with vermin- 
covered beggars and wolfish-looking 
dogs. Distance lends enchantment to 
the city, and its outward appesrance is 
The whole town seems 
to be in a continual perspiration,and the 
atmosphere isso enervating that the 
stranger feels an almost irresistible ten- 
dency to lie down. There is now and 
then a lovely little spot where nature 
has displayed her beauties unhindered, 
and the environs of the city are filled 
with the luxury of tropical vegetation, 
but there are only afew fine residence 8 
afew pleasant promenades, and a few 
clusters of regal palms which look down 
upon the filth and squalor of the town 
with dainty indifference. The palm 


is the peacock of trees. Nothing can 


degrade it, and the filth in which it often 


grows only serves to heighten its beauty. 
Behind the residences of the better 
classes are gardens that baffle the puint- 
er's skill, aud foliage that is the ideal of 
luxuriance and gracefulness. They are 
little giimpses of green and gold ina 
desert of misery and dirt. 

The city is in the shape of a narrow 


crescent, lying between the mountains and 


the bay, nowhere more than half a mile 


wide, and stretching for a distance of 


nine or ten miles. It can never be any 
wider, but grows at either end. The 
chief residence street lies along the edge 
of:the water, but the business houses are 
crowded into the lower portion of the 
town, damp, gloomy, and dismal, the 
streets being 30 narrow that carriages are 
forbidden to enter them during the busy 
hours of the day. A fire that would burn 
out the older portion of the city would 
be a blessing, and might redeem ltio 
from some of its filth aud ugliness.— 
New York Sun.

Weak Eyes, 

Many girls, those kept too much in 
the house, and fed improperly, have weak 
eyes, especially when they read flashy 
literature late at night, or at the twilight 
hour. An importart principle is to see 
with the least effort, never to strain or 
overtax them, but simply to open them 
and let them see. All efforts, in this 
matter, using them under unfavorable 
circumstances, by artificial light, if weak, 
or when painful, in obscure light, at.the 
ewilight or in dark roome, must be 
injurious. Pain is intended as a warn- 
ing—one to be heeded. An hour’s labor, 
as sewing on dark cloth, when pain is 
constant, is worse than a day’s work at 
ether times, when the same effort in the 
evening or at twilight, may injure the 
sight more than that of the day. “ 

Still another principle of the utmost 
importance (I speak from an experience 
of thirty years with weak eyes—inher- 
ited—but now gaining steadily, though 
osed ten times as much as in the past), I 
refer to the influence of sunlight. To 
occupy da'k rooms, either from the ab- 
sence of windows or from the use of 
stained giass (‘‘blue” or not), dark 
curtains, ete, is to have weak 
eyes. This light is the stimulus, the 
food of the eyes, as bread is of 
the stomach. My experience is in favor 
of more than usual light (it now shines 
on my page) as much as can be had 
withvut producing unpleasant sensations, 
after the first. A gradual use of it, as 
much as convenient, is safe and judic- 
ious. I believe the darkening of the 
sick room, save in exceptional cases, as 
in the measles, when dicided psin re- 
sults, is but less than cruelty, since this 
same light is one of the best healers,, 
purifiers and cleansers known! If at 
first painful, a wet cloth may be worp 
over the cyes, modifying the light, 
which will do mre good than harm in 
any sick room. The girl with weak 
eyes should be much in the air and light,. 
and not with ‘‘blinders,” using as mich 
of both as may be made agreeable. Ab. 
solute restis not necessary, since we gain 
strength by exercise, using our powers 
judicially. It is safe to use weak eyes, 
under favorable circumstances, until a 
little pain, or a sensation of discomfort 
appears. 

Frequent winking, as ® means of dis-, 
tributing the tears, is of great advantage 
*# a curative measure. When tears are 
timinished in quantity, artificial ones 
are supplied by making a mucilage of 
rose water and the bark of the root of the 
assafras trec, found at druggists, just 
thin enough to run freely, putting it i 
the outer angie of the eyes at least thre 
times each day. A wet cloth, three or 
four thicknesses, worn at night over 
them, will keep them cool, reducing the 
uflammation. Let them be comfortable. 

1 will add that sight is much impaired 
by using glasses when not needed, dark 
ones, or those the use of which renders 
sight difficult. The important object of 
them is to correct the distance or near 
sight, not to improve personal appear- 
ance. Since the air is transparent, it is 
reas nable to infer that our glasses, ordi- 
narily, shoud be so, that sceing may 
not be laborious. It is judicious to use 
glasses when necessiry to change ‘‘finc 
print to coarse,” and to protect the eye 
temporarily from*the glare of the light. 
If the young wear magnifying glasses too 
soon, the | -nses of the ese will so change 
as to soon rendcr them necessary. 

Looking through veils and the like, or 
through the hair resulting from an ab- 
surd atyle of wearing it, covering 
tiful forehead, must impair the sight.—

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WILLIAM H. VANDERBILT

William EL. Vanderbilt, the great railroad 
magnate ani richest msn in America, if not 
in the world, was s ricken with apoplexy 
few minutes after 2 o'clock P. M., on the 8th., 
and died almost instantiy. He was in the 
library of his residence in Fifth avenue. New 
York, at the time, and was sitting in 
his easy chair and conversing with Mr. 
Robert Garrett, presiisnt of the Balti- 
more and Ubio Railway, and up to 
the very moment of the attack was 
apparently in his usval health and spirite 
Not a bint or a moment's warning did either 
he or bis family have that his health was in 
s0 precarious a condition. He was stretched 
deod on the floor at his guest's feet almost as 
sudden'y as though his brain had been 
pierced by a sifle bullet. 

Since 1551, when he suffered a shotk of 
paralysis, not long after the sale of 270,000 
shares of New York Central, bis health had 


been a matter of almost constant solicitude 
with bis family, but for several 
months recentiy he had been bet- 


ter and brighter. He frequently spoke 
of the improvement himself, ani was often 
congratuiated upon Ins hearty appearance. 
He cluug teneciously to life. and often said 
of late that by the time be was sixty-five he 
would be rejuvenated and set out op another 
long life e was sixty-four when he died 

r. Garrett arrived at Mr. Lome erode 
house about half an hour after Mr. Vander. 
bilt bed je{t the lancheon table. He was at 
ouce shown into the library, where Mr. Van- 
derbilt received bim. It was then about a 
quarter to 2 o'clock 

Mr. Vanderbilt and Mr. Garrett talked for 
about half an hour on the relations of their 
respective railroad systems and the new 
Staten Island project of the Baltimore and 
Ohio. ‘ibe talk having thus drifted to 
Siaten Islend, Mr. Vanderbilt spoke 
of ‘his early manhood there and 
the Vanderbrt property there He was 
talking of the Vanderimiit famity tomb and 
mausoleum when Mr. Garrett noticed that 
his voice became thick and indistinct. Glanc- 
ing quickly up, be saw that the muscles of 
the face were twitching vivlentiy, and at the 
eame moment Mr. Vanderbilt. with an effort 
to articulate which ended in a gasp, staried 
to a half standing position.acd pitche1 heavi- 
ly forward with his iacedownward. Mr. Gar- 
rett started up an | caught him in bis arms and 
eased his fall to the floor, catching a cush- 
jon at the same time from off the sofa and 

utting it under the dying man’s head. Mr. 
jarrett then rang an electric bell, which 
summoned Louis, Mr. Vanderbilt’s valet. 
He called Mr. George Vanderbilt and Mr. 
Twombiy. It was then thought that Mr. 
Vanderbilt was in a fainting tit only, and 
his wife and daughters were so informed. 

Dr. J. W. McLane, the family physician. 
and other doctors were called in, but they 
could do nothing, as the vital spark was ex- 
tinguished. 

Dr. McLane said that the cause of Mr. 
Vanderbilt's death was clearly apoplexy. He 
had never before manifestei any symptoms 
of an apopiectic tendency, bowever, and the 
attack was a complete surprise to the doctor. 
It merely showed, h:) said, that the blood 
vesse!s of the brain had become brittle, and 
under the stimulus of a heart? meal and of 
animated conversation one of them had 
broken. 


Mr. Vandcrbiit's Career. 

William Henry Vanderbilt was born in 
Brunswick, New Jersey, May 1, 1821, and 
was therefore sixty-four years and seven 
months old. His father, at the time of bis 
birth, was owner and in command of a steam- 
boat running to New York. The family soon 
removed to New York city, where, and in 
Staten Island, William attended the public 
schools, finishing bis education at the Colum- 
bia Grammar school. At. eighteen 
he entered as aclerk the Louseof Drew, Rob- 
inson & Co., a leading firm of bankers and 
stock brokers of the period. At the end of 
two years his business aptitude was so great 
Yhat the firm offered him a junior partner- 
ship. NKemaining uftil two years thereafter, 
his health failed him in consequence of close 
application. He then purchased seventy-five 
acres of land on Staten Isiand, which was 
soon increased to 350, and went.to work 
farming. 

During the first year of this activity he 
was chosen receiver of the Staten Island rail- 
road, and after two years of hard work, hav- 
ing restored its finances to a sound condition, 
he was elected its president. His father was 
alarcge stockholder in this roid, but, as is 
well understood, lent no adventitious aid to 
his elderson’s carcer. After a few years of 
bard work on his farm andin the railroad 
office, Mr. Vanderbilt went to Europe, in 
consequence of the precarious condition of 
his brother George's health, He remained 
with him until hisdeath, « period of several 
months, When he returned to Staten Island 
and his farm, not engaging any further in 
railroad administration until 1554, when he 
became, by his father’s desire and the elec- 
tion of the co~poration, vice-president of the 
New York and Harlem railroad. 

For twenty-two years preceding the assump- 
tion of this position Mr. Vanderbilt was to 
all inteats and purposes a practical and hard- 
working farmer, tilling his own land, market- 
ing its produce, and attending personally to 
tbe farm labors. His father slowly learned to 
lean upon his busine-s judgment, but the son 
fid not attempt any special figure in the 
market or-as a financier. He married 
in 1841 Dies Kusam, daugh‘erofa well- 
known Brookivn physician, by whom he has 


*had.esght children four boys and four g:ris. 


His Staten island life was a healthy an! 
hard working one. lie generally rose very 
sarly—about jor 5 in the morning—comin s 
to the city on marset business, and often re- 
turning by 7 to take the plow or join his 
hands in the barvest fields) He was then, as 
alwavs, a hard worker, a sbrewd manager 
and ‘racer. 

Commodore Vanderbiit’s plans were work- 
ing to (ull fruition when oldest son was 
tummoned to hisail. After assuming execu- 
tive contro! of the Harlem he was, in 1565, 
slected vive president of the New York and 
Hudson HKiver railroad. During the five 
years that followei his entrance into rail- 
road affairs Mr. Vanderbilt was probably 
the hardest working executive 
in the country. He made himself familiar 
with every detail of administration, person- 
ully examining eich mile of the great system 
ander his charge, and becoming acquainted 
with the nature of every man’s duties and 
work and wages, and the relations they bore 
® all others employed by the corporations 
he controlled. 

In pursuance of his father’s plan of con- 
tentrating the great interests he possesse:| in 
bis family’s honds, his son William was 
named in the articles as first vice-president 
ef the New York Central railroad-—that is, 
ef the consolidated roads. This consolidation 
Involved at the time an investment of at 
feast $100,009,0)), a majority of which was 
pwned an’i controlled by the Vanderbilt fam- 
‘ily) At the death of his father, in 1577, 
Mr. Vanderbilt was elected president of the 
‘New York Central, the Lake Store and the 
Michigan Central railroads, = which 
he held untij 1883, when, in bis 62d year, he 
deliberately retired from the active control of 
these corporations, providing for the Ven- 
derbilt direction, however, in th» 
persons of his sons sons-in-law, 
who are active as directors. 

Mr. Vanderbilt wasa man vf strong and 
stalwart irame and build, being nearly six 
feet in height, and large in proportion. He 
was siurdy-looking man, direct in speech, 
and in manner. He was fond of horses, at 
one time owning Mand 8, and bis stalwart 
figure bel:ind a team of thoroughbreds was a 
familiar sight on the boulevards of the me- 
tropolis. 

Mr. Vanderbilt was rezard-d as one of the 
ricbest men in the world, and the impression 
wes not far wrong. He was richer than any 
single member of the Rothschild family, and 
althouch the Duke of Westminster i«cred-

avenue, New York, and was remarkable for its 
simplicity and avoidance of display. At the 
house of the deceased on Fifth avenue, where 
a large but orderly crowd had gathered early, 
the service conducted by Rev. Dr. Cooke 
consisted of a prayer and a few words of con- 
dolence for the mourners, after which the
